The Prohibition question has got itself in to a 
shape that calls for its exclusion from relig­ 
ious bod ies un til the people have settled it as 
a m atter of policy. 
There is n o more “ re 
ligion ” in prohibition than in auy other plan 
of liquor restriction that d oes n ot m ake sup­ 
pression eifectual an d complete. 


T he hard est task at the Clevelan d ban quet 
was assign ed to ex-Gov. Hoad ly of Ohio. 
He was to speak on “ party suprem acy.” He 
began by d eclarin g that the party was con ­ 
fron ted with a “ con d ition .” A fter four years 
of power there was n o lon ger an y party su­ 
premacy for them. 
An d then he laun ched 
forth in this d oleful but yet d elicious bit of 
hum or: 
We read th a t when David had lost favor, “ every 
on e th at was in d istress, an d every on e th a t was in 
d ebt, an d every on e th a t was d iscon ten ted gathered 
them selves un to him , an d he became a captain over 
them ." B ut the m ajority were w ith Saul, he held 
power aud ad m in istered patron age, an d ".Saul said 
un to his servan ts th a t stood about him, ' H ear n ow 
ye Ben jamiuites, will the son of Jesse give every on e 
of you field s an d vin eyard s, an d m ake you all cap­ 
tain s of thousan d s, an d captain s of hun d red s *’ ” 
The D emocratic party has lust pow er: it n o lon g­ 
er con trols fa t thin gs of legislation or ad m in istra­ 
tion ; it can rew ard n o favored supporters with the 
rich gifts of mon opolized hom e m arkets which ex­ 
clud ed foreign com m erce; w ith in creased prices of 
d omestic prod uce,accom pan ied by d ecreased wages, 
resultin g m exaggerated profits of its supporters. It 
can n ot even con strue “ w orsted11 to m ean u wool- 
len ; ” it m ay n o lon ger bribe or rew ard its allies or 
frien d s; the “ field s an d vin eyard s ” are n ot its. Nor 
m ay we con fer a sin gle F ed eral office; every cen ­ 
turion , to the m ean est, m ust speak the shibboleth 
•* R epublican .” An d there come to us the usual al 
lie6 of the m in ority. 


L yn c hin g is n ot frequen t in Michigan , but 
is con d ucted with en ergy when un d ertaken . 
Last week Albert M artin , a mulatto, mad e 
an outrageous assault ou the wife of a farm er 
n amed Gillis n ear P ort H uron . 
He was ar­

in g a mob, supposed to con sist of the farm er’s 
n eighbors, en tered the jail, an d when the 
Sheriff re fus e d to give up the keys to M ar­ 
tin ’s cell, choked an d beat him an d rushed 
him aroun d a street corn er. 
Then they re­ 
turn ed an d battered d own the d oor with 
sled ge hammers, an d puttin g a n oose arouud 
the prison er’s n eck, d ragged him out of bed 
an d prostrate upon the groun d un til they 
reached a brid ge several hun d red feet d istan t. 
On the way the 
culprit’s 
head 
struck 
a ston e with such force as to turn it aroun d , 
an d further on his head caught in the ston e 
coverin g of the gutter. 
On both occasion s 
he was pulled loose by main force. 
The 
kn ot slipped over his chin an d in to bis 
m outh, but still they d id n ot halt. 
W hen 
the brid ge was reached the rope was tied to 
an iron strin ger an d the prison er sw un g off. 
Though ^he was alread y d ead several pistol 
shots were fired in to his carcass. 
No arrests 
are expected to be mad e. 
As a western in ­ 
cid en t this may be regard ed as tlie extrem e 
of “ wild an d w oolly."

Benedict is to be 
congratulated on his escape from the old 
death trap. About 2,000 people are em­ 
ployed in it, many of them women. It also 
contains $1,000,000 worth of machinery and 
material, hut is considered so weak that the 
employes dare not move packages weighing 
more Ilian 200 pounds upon the floors. 
Trtfi Presbyterian General Assembly voted 
down Prohibition yesterday afternoon, and 
voted it up again last evening. Just what 
conclusion it will reach if it keeps on voting 
at each session will probably puzzle the 
sharpest politician. 
Fear of endorsing a 
political party made cowards of the majority 
in the afternoon, and this may happen again. 
The Prohibition question has got itself iuto a 
shape that culls for its exclusion from relig­ 
ious bodies until the people have settled it as 
a matter of policy. There is no more “ re 
ligion” in prohibition than in auy other plan 
of liquor restriction that does not make sup­ 
pression effectual and complete. 


T he hardest task at the Cleveland banquet 
was assigned to ex-Gov. Hoadly of Ohio. 
He was to speak on “ party supremacy.” He 
began by declaring that the party was con­ 
fronted with a “ condition.” After four years 
of power there was no longer any party su 
prcmacy for them. And then he launched 
forth in this doleful but yet delicious bit of 
humor: 
We read that when David had lost favor, “ every­ 
one that was in distress, and every one that was in 
debt, and every one that was discontented gathered 
themselves unto him. and he became a captain over 
them." But the majority were with Saul, be held 
power aud udmiuistered patronage, and “Saul said 
unto his servants that stood about him, 1 Hear now 
ye Benjamiuites, will the son oí Jesse give every one 
of you Helds and vineyards, and make you all cap- 
tains of thousands, aud captains of hundreds ?’ 
The Democratic party lias lust power; it no long­ 
er controls fat things of legislation or administra­ 
tion; it can reward no favored supporters with the 
rich gifts of monopolized home markets which ex­ 
cluded foreign commerce; with increased prices of 
domestic produce,accompanied by decreased wages, 
resulting: in exaggerated profits of its supporters. It 
cannot even construe “ worsted" to mean “ wool- 
len;” it may no longer bribe or reward its allies or 
friends; the “ fields and vineyards ” are not its. Nor 
may we confer a single Federal office; every cen­ 
turion, to the meanest, must speak the shibboleth 
Republican.” And there come to us the usual al 
lies of the minority.

This administration. which was to beso 'dntenselv 
American," start« ) its career bv selecting as the 
private Secretary of the President a native-born 
Eng lishman !

Both of th e Sp eakers indulged 
largely, of course, ip -'self-gloritication, aod 
th ese p ortions « f Lktir remarks can be omit 
ted tjixmrcffthe p eop le know quite as much 
» ¿out th e gentlemen as th ey do th emselves. 
Wh en th e ex-President drop p ed into jiolitics 
h e became interesting. 
After declaring h is 
lielief th at th e cause of true Democracy is th e 
cause of th e p eop le, lie p roceeded: 


I have deliberately placed in close connection lo y­ 
alty to Democratic principles and devotion to the in­ 
terests o f the people, for in my view they belong to­ 
g ether and should mean the sam e thing . 
* 
* 
We 
know that we have espoused the cause of richt and 
justice. 
We know that we have not permitted duty 
to country to wait upon expediency. 
We know that 
we have not trafficked our principles for success. 
We know that we have not deceived the people by 
false prom ises and pretenses, and we know that we 
have not corrupted nor betrayed the poor with the 
money o f the rich. 
From th ese remarks it will be observed (h at 
Mr. Cleveland still stands by th e free trade 
p latform by wh ich a sp lendidly organized 
and recently successful p arty, full of enth u­ 
siasm and h op e, was p ut to utter rout. 
He 
is willing and eager to go before th e country 
again as th e leader of h is p arty on th e same 
platform—willing to undertake anoth er cam­ 
p aign of education, in wh ich th e p eop le are 
to be taugh t th at th e cause of free trade is 
th e cause of righ t and justice, and th at to 
adh ere to it is a duty nobler th an exp ediency. 
But h ow melanch oly is th e reflection th at 
“ we h ave not deceived th e p eop le with false 
p romises and p retenses.” It took six years 
for th e Democratic majority in (h e lower 
house o f Cong ress to pass a bill to reduce th e 
revenues, and even then it could not fulfill 
the promise made to th e p eop le because th e 
people themselves rose up and said th at h ill 
was not a fulfillment.

At p resent #8 50,000 h as been lost sigh t of 
with out any one knowing wh at disp osition 
h ad been made of it, and so strong is th e 
p ower exerted iu certain quarters th at it 
seems certain h ad it not been for th e murder 
of Dr. Cronin, th at no action furth er th an ex­ 
p ulsion from th e order could h ave been visited 
up on th e p ast dictator and th ose wh o were 
p rivy to h is colossal op erations.

th reatened.

IS 0 0 R GOVERNOR A GENTLEMAN? 


Here are some extracts from the speech of 
Gov. Hill last night, as reported by the Sun, 
the Governor’s own organ in New York : 


This adm inistration, which was to be so “intensely 
A m erican,” started its career bv selecting as the 
private Secretary of the President a native-born 
E n g lish m an ! I refuse to believe, however, the 
.story that Lord Sackville, as a i>arting memento, 
fi resen led to the President-elect the contents of his 
s*ine cellar for ase in the W hite House, and left 
th ere his English servants to tak e the places of the 
faithful colored servants who had been retained by 
President Cleveland. 
The new adm inistration is scarcely three months 
old, yet nepotism lias broken out in its most violent 
form , and bids fair to include in its contagion not 
• inly the male relatives of the President, but those 
o f “ his sisters and his cousins and bis aunts.” 
Now this is blackguardism pure and sim­ 
ple. 
It is language unlit lo be uttered in the 
presence of gentlemen. 
There was no provo­ 
caron for it, because we are not in the heat 
of a campaign, the man who is vilified is 
President oí the United States, and the coun­ 
try expects and is willing to give him a fair 
trial in the office before criticising him. But 
David B. Hill could not wait. 
He yielded to 
sucli instincts as characterize blackguards. 
The reflection upon the Picsident’s Private 
Secretary is characteristically mean and un­ 
grateful in the man who has received so 
much assistance from the foreign vote, but 
we 
will 
allow 
it 
to 
pass. 
Elijah 
Halford bad the misfortune to be born in 
England if that was a misfortune, but was 
brought to Ibis country when an infant, and 
grew up and was educated as an American 
citizen. 
He did not even require the process 
of naturalization to make him a voter. 
The 
reference to Lord .Sackville was invented by 
the Governor and lugged in. He never heard 
a rumor nor did anybody else, that the re­ 
tiring Minister presented to the President­ 
elect the contents of bis wine cellar. 
Sack­ 
ville left for England before Harrison went 
to Washington, and the two never met. 
To 
intimate that such a story was ever afloat con­ 
victs the Governor of deliberate misrepresenta­ 
tion, and it is so silly and weak that it ought 
to make decent men despise him forever. 
“ Nepotism has broken out in its most vio­ 
lent form,” says the Governor. 
This is a 
falsehood, for there has been no nepotism. 
The President has placed a brother in one of 
the most arduous, dangerous and poorly paid 
positions in the South, and that is all. There 
has been no President since Washington who 
has dispensed fewer favors to his relatives, as 
the records abundantly show. 
The Governor’s faults arc not the mild ones 
that come under the head of nepotism, as is 
pretty well known. 
Perhaps he has good 
reasons 
for 
not 
practicing 
nepotism. 
In 
none 
of 
his 
published 
biogra­ 
phies has his father’s 
family ever been 
alluded to, but a letter from a brother at the 
South, which got into print a few years ago, 
charged the Governor with ingratitude and 
neglect, and with such treatment of his 
family in general as showed him to be 
ashamed of it. 
This letter, if it spoke the 
truth, showed David B. Hill to he devoid of 
the natural feelings of a son and brother. Of 
course he has no occasion to indulge in nepo­ 
tism. 
He has put his father’s humble family 
away from him. 
People are beginning to take Hill at his 
true measure. 
His appearance on horseback 
in the Centennial procession has created a 
rather contemptible impression of his man 
hood. 
It was not alone because lie could not 
sit on his horse, Realise he employed a groom 
to lead the animal while lie rode, or lieeause 
he dropped the reins when attempting to 
salute, bu‘. because lie failed to exhibit the 
training and culture that other gentlemen dis­ 
played. 
Here is a criticism upon him which 
we find in the New York Pre**: 
And the Governor of New York? I no longer 
IB vear fealty to hi;n, says “ Bab ” in a New York 
tetter. A woman near me said : ” He looks like a 
t/>ugh and acts like a b ru te !” 
You see, all the 
ftther Governors had lieen behaving very politely, 
nd it seemed rather odd to (raze a t a com monplace 
man who found the raising of his hat to the wives 
and daughters of the men who elected him too great 
an exertion 
He m anaged to get it an inch or two from his 
head and then dropped it. 
It was evident th a t he 
had not been bred in the saíne school as th a t of 
G overnor (• itz Hugh Lee, who sat on his horse like a 
centaur, and was as gallant as only a Lee can be. 
Don't tell me anything about there being nothing 
in blood. 
Fitz-Hugh Lee comes of a race of gentlem en, of a 
race of Christian gentlem en, and his bow to the 
greeting given him was as m uch for the ragged 
w om an on the wayside as for the gorgeously dressed 
one in the window of the m ansion on Fifth avenue. 
In horses blood shows; why shouldn't it in the high­ 
est order of the animal race ? 
Nobody buys a dog w ithout knowing its pedigree, 
and we ought to be just as p articular aliout electing 
our rulers There are men who are, because of their 
lack of lineage, called nature's noblemen, but where 
one of these is found nothing would convince me 
th a t there is not far back some good blood that has 
leavened the whole lump. 
They say proverbs an; potted wisdom, and cer­ 
tainly* there is no use at this late day in trying to 
m ake a silk purse—well, you know the rest. * As the 
happy controller of five votes I wish to announce 
th a t not one of them shall ever be given to David B. 
Hill, so th a t his chances for the Presidential chair 
an ; growing beautifullv less.because it every woman 
who disapproved of him in th a t procession will 
m anage her votes properly Mr. Hill will be In that 
delightful m ixture formed of bits of toast and beef 
ex tract which is known as consomm».

When the ex-Prcsident dropped into politics 
he became interesting. 
After declaring his

From these remarks it will be observed that 
Mr. Cleveland still stands by the free trade 
platform by which a splendidly organized 
and recently successful party, full of enthu­ 
siasm and hope, was put to utter rout. 
He 
is willing and eager to go before the country 
again as the leader of his party on the same 
platform—willing to undertake another cam­ 
paign of education, in which the people are 
to be taught that the cause of free trade is 
the cause of right and justice, and that lo 
adhere to it is a duty nobler than expediency. 
But how melancholy is the reflection that 
“ we have not deceived the people with false 
promises and pretenses.” 
It took six years 
for the Democratic majority in

hom e o f Congress to pass a bill to reduce the 
revenues, and even then it could not fulfill 
the promise made to the people because the 
people themselves rose up and said that hiil 
was not a fulfillment.

C h ic a g o , 27.—I)r. Cronin’s murder is re 
vealing much of the inner workings and his 
tory of the Irish secret societies in America. 
These exposures result from the first breach 
in 
the Nationalists’ ranks. 
The Cian na 
Gael first came into notice in 1883, when a 
committee of seven was selected to take 
charge of a series of wild expeditions against 
English property at home and on the high 
seas, and contributions were asked from ull 
those who sympathized with the scheme of 
wreaking vengeance upon the English op 
pressors. 
This band of seven men was com 
jKjsed o? James Reynolds, New Haven ; John 
Devoy, Michael Breslin, O’Douovan Rossa 
and Miles O’Brien of New York, and Patrick 
Ford and his brother of Brooklyn. 
Each of the seven was bound by oath not 
to reveal who the other members were, to 
give any information, or how much monO’ 
was received or what was done with it. 
The 
penalty for an infraction of this oath was ex­ 
pulsion. 
In 1884, nothing have beet done 
with the lavish fund which had poured into 
their hands, leading Irishmen throughout the 
country violated a foolish oaD to demand 
justice, and asked for an accounting. 
De­ 
voy, Breslin, Rossa and O’B’ien insisted on 
either returning the money ->r using it as had 
l>een intended. 
By so m e process the major­ 
ity in the committee ct seven were l»eaten 
and expelled and the rtniaining three kept the 
funds. 
It was the disrosition of the latter that 
Cronin claimed to know, and which, it is 
claimed, caused tiis murder. 
In the local 
Clan-na-Gael branch Dr. Cronin also ques 
tioned the disposition of the enormous sums 
received and urged an inquiry. 
He was ex­ 
pelled and formed a new branch of the Clan, 
whjkn grew so powerful that the old organ­ 
isation was compelled to recognize it, and 
fast year the two were consolidated. 
It was 
then learned that Cronin was in possession of 
evidence strong enough to convict the chief 
officer of treason to Ireland’s cause, and also 
of embezzling the Clao’s funds. 
Cronin insisted that a joint committee 
from each branch investigate. 
The commit­ 
tee canvassed the evidence, and it is said 
found Alexander Sullivau, the chief, guilty 
as charged. 
At this month’s convention in 
Philadelphia this report was to have been 
submitted. 
Pending the report Cronin was 
intrusted with the documents which substan­ 
tiated these serious charges. 
A demand was 
made upoD Cronin for the evidence, hut lie re­ 
fused to surrender it to thefriendsof the men 
accused. 
For the past year Hullivan has not 
l>een permitted to have active membership in 
the order, pending the report of the eommit- 
tce.yet his influence has constantly controlled 
its affairs. 
At present #850,000 has been lost sight of 
without any one knowing what disposition 
had been made of it, and so strong is the 
power exerted iu certain quarters that it 
seems certain had it not been for the murder 
of Dr. Cronin, that no action further than ex­ 
pulsion from the order could have been visited 
upon the past dictator and those who were 
privy to his colossal operations. 
For this 
work Crouin’s life bad been 
threatened. 
However, he often 
said that it anything 
should happen to him papers in Lawyer 
Hynes’ safe would fasten the crime on the 
guilty men and it was these papers that States 
Attorney Longuecker examined this after­ 
noon.

The first specification was

record . 
T he members of the Church Committee 
we-e Mr. Curtis, father of the girl with whom 
Hooper eloped ; F. B. Ched sey an d Dr. Mc- 
Elroy. 
T hey d eclare that Hooper told them 
that there had been n o church in vestigation 
of bis con d uct in Californ ia. 
Mr. Hooper 
testified that he had told them that he had 
n ot been d eposed from his church there, an d 
that ihey asked him n o further question s on 
the subject. 
Mrs. Hooper corroborated her 
husban d , sayin g that she an d her mother sat 
in the back parlor an d heard the whole talk, 
the fold in g-d oors bein g open . 
The three 
Com m itteem en d eclare that the d oors were 
closed . 
Mr. Hooper swore that Mr. Curtis had 
on ce sen t him a letter forbid d in g him to pay 
atten tion s to Miss Curtis, an d that this was 
the on ly protest on the part of Miss C urtis’ 
paren ts to their m arriage.

TH E ELOPING P A ST ° R 0 N TRIAL~ 
H oop er H a* to A n iw er T w o Charlie* B efo re 
th e CIn»»i* of Hi* C hu rch. 
[From theNew-York Tribune.! 
The trial of the Rev. John F. Hooper, 
whose recent elopement has disturbed people 
in Mott Haven, was begun yesterday tofare 
the Classis of New-York of the Reformed 
Church, at the Synod rooms, No. 26 Rcade- 
street. 
The charges were lying and contum­ 
acy. 
To tbe first charge Mr. Hooper pleaded 
not guilty, and to the second with extenuating 
circumstances. 
The first specification was 
that of lying to a committee of St. Paul’s 
Church, of Mott Haven, about bis California 
record. 
The members of the Church Committee 
we-e Mr. Curtis, father of the girl with whom 
Hooper eloped; F. B. Chedsey and Dr, Mc 
Elroy. They declare that Hooper told them 
that there had liecn no church investigation 
of his conduct in California. 
Mr. Hooper 
testified that he had told them that he had 
not been deposed from bis church there, and 
that they asked him no further questions on 
the subject. 
Mrs. Hooper corroborated her 
husband, saying that she and ber mother sat 
io the back parlor and beard the whole talk, 
the folding doors tieing open. 
Tbe tbree 
Committeemen declare that the doom were 
closed. 
Mr. Hooper swore that Mr. Curtis had 
once sent him a letter forbidding bim to pay 
attentions to Miss Curtis, and that this was 
the only protest on the part of Miss Curtis' 
parents to their marriage. 
Mr. Curtis swore 
that he had repeatedly, both by letter and by 
word, forbidden Hooper to associate with bis 
daughter. 
Mr. Hooper asked him to mention 
on instance. 
Mr. Curtis: “ On Alexandria 
avenue, a few days ago, I told you you were 
a liar and a villain, and you arc. 
I repeat it 
here.’’ 
Mr. Hooper added: “ That is true. 
He did 
say that. 
Those ar* his prayer*.” 
The second specification was a charge of 
lying before the Classis on December IO, 
1888, when the $375 was paid to Mr. Hooper 
on the understanding that he would not enter 
into any church relation that would injure 
Bt. Paul’s Church. The claim was that he 
told tbe Classis be knew of no such organiza­ 
tion, when, in fact, the 
Congregational 
Church, of which Hooper has since been pas­ 
tor, was being organized and was wailing for 
him. 
About this time the meeting became 
lively. 
Questions flew in from all over the 
room, and Hooper became somewhat contra­ 
dictory in bi* replies to Hie rapid fire. 
When 
asked if he had not framed bis answers at 
that meeting to mislead the Classis, he replied 
that he had framed his answers to auit his 
situation; that if the Classis gave him creden­ 
tials be meant to go to Illinois, but if they re­ 
fused he knew he should have to do some­ 
thing for a living. The trial will go on 
on Friday at ll a . x .

T H E E L O P IN G P A S T O R 
O N T R IA L . 
Hooper Ha» to Answer Two Charge» Before 
tlie Clnssis of Hi» Church. 
[From the New-York Tribune. | 
The trial of the Rev. John F. Hooper, 
whose recent elopement has disturbed people 
íd Mott Haven, was begun yesterday befare 
the Classis of New-York of the Reformed 
Church, at the Synod rooms, No. 26 Reade 
street. The charges were lying and contum 
ncy. To the first charge Mr. Hooper pleaded 
not guilty, and to the second with extenuating 
circumstances. The first specification was 
that of lying to a committee of St. Paul’s 
Church, of Mott Haven, about his California 
record. 
The members of the Church Committee 
we-e Mr. Curtis, father of the girl with whom 
Hooper eloped; F. B. Chedsey and Dr. Mc- 
Elroy. They declare that Hooper told them 
that there bad been no church investigation 
of his conduct in California. Mr. Hooper 
testified that he had told them that he had 
not been deposed from his church there, and 
that they asked him no further questions on 
the subject. Mrs. Hooper corroborated her 
husband, saying that she and her mother sat 
in the back parlor and heard the whole talk, 
the folding-doors ltcing open. The three 
Committeemen declare that the doors were 
closed. 
Mr. Hooper swore that Mr. Curtis had 
once sent him a letter forbidding him to pay 
attentions to Miss Curtis, and that this was 
the only protest on the part of Miss Curtis’ 
parents to their marriage. Mr. Curtis swore 
that he had repeatedly, both by letter and by 
word, forbidden Hooper to associate with bis 
daughter. Mr. Hooper asked him to mention 
an instance. Mr. Curtis: “ On Alexandria- 
avcnue, a few days ago, I told you you were 
a liar and a villain, and you arc. I repeat it 
here.” 
Mr. Hooper added: “ That is true. He did 
say that. Those are his prayers.” 
The second specification was a charge of 
lying before the Clas»is on December 10, 
1888, when the $375 was paid to Mr. Hooper 
on the understanding that he would not enter 
into any church relation that would injure 
St. Paul’s Church. The claim was that he 
told the Classis he knew of no such organiza­ 
tion, when, in fact, the Congregational 
Church, of which Hooper has since been pas 
tor, was being organized and vías wailing for 
him. About this time the meeting became 
lively. Questions flew in from all over the 
room, and Hooper became somewhat contra 
dictory in his replies to the rapid fire. When 
asked if he had not framed his answers at 
that meeting to mislead the Classis, he replied 
that, he had framed his answers to suit his 
situation; that if the Classis gave him creden­ 
tials he meant to go to Illinois, but if they re­ 
fused he knew he shottld have to do some 
thing for a living. The trial will go on 
on Friday at 11 A. M.

A telegram was received in this City this 
morning giving information of the death of

(50 years ago. He was educated >n Kingston 
Academy,and when a young man entered the 
store of Edward O’Neil, at Kingston, as a 
clerk. He Dext became Clerk in the Ulster 
County Bank, and later Cashier of the Ron­ 
dout Bank. Mr. Newkirk remained Cashier 
of the latter bank for the greater portion of 
his life. He was also engaged in real estate 
transactions, and built a large numtier of 
buildings in this City. Less than two years 
ago he removed to California, and entered 
in the real estate business at that place. 
Mr. Newkirk had one sister, Mrs. George

A Cine Thai Involves the Question : “ What 
Evidence is Necessary to Prove Suicide ? 
The case of Garry H. Delnmuter, of this 
City, Administrator, against the Prudential 
Life Insurance Company of America, has 
licen decided by the General Term in favor 
of Delamater. The action was brought on a 
policy of insurance on the wife of Dela 
mater. It w as tried in Justice’s Court, and de­ 
cided for plaintiff; again tried iu the County 
Court, where a veroict was rendered for 
plaintiff ; then taken to the General Term, 
which Court has affirmed the judgment of 
the lower Courts, with costs. The case in 
volvcs the question: “What evidence is nec­ 
essary to prove suicide ? ” F. Arthur West 
brook, of this Citv, is counsel for Delamater, 
and F. E. Ackerman, of Poughkeepsie, for 
defendant. 


The members of the Board of Excise iilet 
nt City Hall last night. The Recorder's 
Coilirt Boom was crowded with saloon-keep­ 
ers, hotel keepers and alleged hotel keepers. 
Before proceeding to business the Commis­ 
sioners retired and conferred. Their talk re­ 
lated to what policy they should pursue in 
granting hotel licenses. It was evident that 
the Commissioners were not in accord. 
The meeting was finally called to order 
One Thomas Burke, who keeps a saloon on 
the corner of Ferry-strcet and Union-avcnuc, 
presented an application for a hotel license. 
He asked the Board to take action in the mat­ 
ter. ’’One Way dr the otliei." 
Chairman Groves said : 
For my part I refuse to sign a license for Burkt* 
In my opinion he does m t keep a hotel. In grant­ 
ing hotel licenses the line must be drawn some­ 
where, and so far as I am concerned, I mean to 
draw it strictly on hotels. 
Commissioner Mayer stated that he had 
employed counsel in the matter and he had 
been told that it was the Board's duty to ex 
amine the places bf ali applicants for a hotel 
license, to ascertain if they were provided 
with proper bedding, etc. If such places 
have all the requirements then they are en 
titled to a hotel license. 
At this juncture Saloon-Keeper Burke he 
came very much excited. He threw a check 
for $75—the amount charged for a hotel li 
cense—on the table, and said : 
1 am here to claim my rights as a citizen. I have 
been in business many years, and never before was 
I refused a hotel license. 1 have the requirements 
of a hotel- hot and cold water, furnished rooms, 
dining rooms, etc. I do not come here to beg of the 
Board, neither did I come to abuse it. All I ask is 
my rights, and I will stick up for them. I invite the 
Board to make an inspection of my place. 
Commissioner Mayer said that he held 
Burke was entitled toa hotel license,“provided 
it was shown he had the necessary require 
meats for a hotel.” 
Commissioner Groves again refused to 
sign, and the application was laid over until 
the next meeting. 
A protest was entered against granting 
John Ahrens, who keeps a place on the corm 
of Union-avenue and Cedar-street, a hotel 
license. A protest was preseuted asking tha 
no license be granted one P. Hogan of Wil 
bur, on the ground that lie is not a proper 
person “to conduct such a traffic.” 
Hotel licenses were granted to the follow­ 
ing: 
Eugene Mergendhl, Union-a venue; 8ebnTiencken. 
Wall street: Ernest Steudiug, corner Union avenue 
and St. James-street; John E. Lasher, Mansi' 
House; Ormerod & Caiklin, The Strand. 
Those who received ale and beer license 
were: 
Henry Van Barber, Ravine-strect; Jacob Geisler. 
Hasbrouck-avenue; Melvin Beadle, John-street 
Martin T. Eigo, The Strand; William Reilly, Canal 
street. 
A drug store license was givcu to George 
W. Johnston. 
The amount taken in was $750. The 
Board ad journed to meet again at 1:30 o’eloc 
on Monday afternoon. 
The whole number of hotel licenses thus 
far granted is 12; ale and beer, 44; dru 
store, 5. 
-Mr. Mayer this forenoon said: 
There is a great deal being said about granting 
hotel licenses. If the Hoard pursues a policy that I 
have adopted, this City will have 58 fewer hotels 
than it did last year. It has been my intention from 
the first to try and reduce the number of “ hotels ” 
50 per cent., and if this is done I think it will be a 
big thing. Some of the best people have come to 
me and said: “ Mayer, if the Board succeeds in re­ 
ducing the number of hotels 5'.i per cent.it will he 
doing a good work and a step in the right direction 
in making a still further reduction next year.” 
All I am striving to do is my duty. There have been 
a number of protests against granting licenses to 
certain saloon keepers and a certain hotel keeper. 
Not one of these people will be granted a license, 
f be number of pfaces that bave the requirements 
of a hotel is not so very large, but where accommo­ 
dation is shown I believe a man is entitled to a 
license wbich is according to the statute. I have 
learned that there were at least a dozen persons 
who contemplated starting in this line of business 
this spring but when they saw the Board was deter­ 
minen to materially cut down the number of licenses 
t bey withdrew and turned their attention to some­ 
thing else.
